MOTION TO VACATF FX-PARTE ORDER OF PROTECTION 

NOW comes Ihe Respondent, KEVIN KRAMER, by and through his attorney, 
Robert B. Steele of Aplington, Kaufman, Steele & Barry, Ltd., and for his Motion to 
Vacate the Ex-Parte Order of Protection entered herein on February 7, 2014, alleges 


and states as follows: 


1. On February 7, 2014, this Honorable Court entered an Ex-Parte Order 
of Protection against the Respondent, KEVIN KRAMER. 

2. The Respondent believes that the entry of the Ex-Parte Order of 
Protection was improper and that neither Petitioner, nor the minor child of the parties 
would have suffered irreparable injury had the Order not been entered.

court to re-hear the original or amended petition. Any petition to 
re-hear shall be verified and shall allege the following: 

(1) that respondent did not receive prior notice of the initial 
hearing in which the emergency, interim, or plenary order was 
entered under Sections 211 and 217; and 

(2) that respondent had a meritorious defense to the order 
or any of its remedies or that the order of any of its remedies was 
not authorized by this Act. 


WHEREFORE, the Respondent, KEVIN KRAMER, prays that this Honorable 
Court vacate the Ex-Parte Order of Protection entered in this cause on February 7, 
2014, or in the alternative: 

a) Restore the physical custody of the parties’ minor child to the
